lis, and crossing directly through the cen- 
ter of Jefferson county, the largest and 
wealthtest county in Kentucky, the South- 
ern passes through Shelby, Anderson, Mer- 
cer, Woodford, Scott, Clark, Boyle and 
Fayette, all lying in the far-famed blue- 
The Southern main line extends from 
Louisville to Lexington,:a_ distance of 
ninety-eight miles, with branches from 
Lawrenceburg to Burgin, two important 
junction points, and from Versailles to 
Georgetown, two large crop and whisky 
shipping points. Thus the best farming 
section of the state, the wealthiest resi- 
dence district and the most famous stock 
raising counties are reached by the South- 
ecn, which js the direct line from the 
south to the Kentucky points of interest. 
A variety of products are raised in the 
state. Tobacco is an important crop in the 
counties along the Southern; the total num- 
ber of hogsheads shipped last year from 
the largest tobacco producing county, 
Woodford, a'one being about 1,600, or nearly 
1,900,000 pounds. Corn is also raised gen- 
erally in the counties traversed by the 
Southern and the shipments last year from 
the central Kentucky counties reach Into 
the millions of bushels. A large percent- 
age of this crop is consumed by the dis- 
tillers located in the !mmediate territory, 
which, with the local consumption of corn, 
leaves very little for shipment. In fact, in 
years when there is not a full crop corn is 
bought by the distillers in other states to 
supply the local demand. 
Wheat is one of the leading products, 
the total number of bushels raised In 
Woodford alone last year being 450,000. It 
is estimated that Mercer county has this 
year produced not less than 500,000 ush- 
els, and the other counties in the adia-

The production of hemp in this section fs 
rapidly growing and it is even now a very 
important item of trade with the Southern 
rai.way. Woodford, which probably has 
the largest number of hemp growers with- 
in its borders, had to its eredit tn the year 
IS96 over 690,000 pounds of hemp. 

While tobacco, corn, wheat and hemp are 
known as the leading products of the soil 
in the Bluegrass and the Pennyrile districts 
of the state, potatoes, cabbage, onions and 
other vegetables are raised generally in 
sufficient quantities to supply not only the 
local markets, bur are shipped from some 
localities car load after car load to other 
points and often to other states. Much at- 
tention is also paid to the raising of fine 
stock, including cattle, hogs, sheep and 
blooded horses. From one station in 
Woodford county in the year ’96 there were 


shipped over the Southern over 200 ear 
loads. of sheep and lambs and an equal 
number of cars of hogs and.  eattle. 


Through the counties of Shelby, Anderson, 


Jefferson, Mercer, Woodford, fayette, 
Franklin, Scott and Mleminge are found 
many of the state’s most noted stock 
farms, where are to be seen the finest 
breeds of running, trotting and riding 
horses. In recent vears special attention 


has been paid to raising heavy cavalry 
horses for use in the United States army, 
of which the government has purchased 
severss car loads.

ed when it is stated that the second yan 8 
nue district last year produced 2,859,394 gal- 
lons, the fifth district 9,595,084 gallons, the 
sixth district 3,366,939 gallons, the seventh 
district 2,071,096 gallons and the eighth dis- 
trict 1,930,795 gallons, making a grand to- 
tal of 19,823,258 gailons for the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1897. Of this §,847,- 
529 gallons remain in bond at this time and 
the remainder has been sold to home and 
foreign users or saleshouses. 

In one county on the Southern railroad, 
Anderson, there are sixteen of the largest 
distilleries in Kentucky. These have a 
producing capacity of 1,000 barrels per day. 

In Anderson there are, besides the other 
industries mentioned, six large llouring 
mills, which, with the distilleries, use all 
of the grain grown in the county. — 

There are more than 300 distilleries in the 
state and many of them are known by 
their product from one end of the country 
to the other. They run in size from the 
small one-barrel-a-day-house in the corn 
growing counties of the backwoods dis- 
tricts, to the mammoth ‘Belle of Nelson,” 
“Coon Hollow,” ‘‘Mutual,” “John Han- 
ning,’’ ““M. V. Monarch,” ‘‘Eagle,” ‘“‘Crys- 
tal Springs’’ and others equally as large, 
which have spirit producing capacities of 
from 100 to 300, and one of them 500 bar- 
rels per day. 

In the production of grapes Kentucky 
Stands at the head of all the soutaerh 
States and her vineyards are as numerous 
as her racing stables. In one section, the 
Pewee Valley, there are grown and shipped 
1,00 to 3,000 Gar loads of grapes each year. 
These are marketed in Pittsburg and Chi- 


| cago chiefly, although many hundreds of 


baskets are sold yearly to Louisville and 
Other near-by fruit dealers and users. 

In picturesque beauty the scenery in the 
orchard district is equaled by that in no 
other part of the state. Here all kinds ure 
raised by the car load. In what is Known 
as “the sand fruit belt.’’ extending from 
the Beargrass to the Ohio river tn the 
western portion of the state,- many hun- 
dred car loads of peaches are grown and 
shipped each year. This year the peach 
crop has been some shorter than uSual on 


account of an early drought and late 
frosts, but even this season the Chicago 
market bas handled more Kentucky 


peaches than it has Michigan fruit. 

It would take many pages of The Consti- 
tution to present a complete picture of the 
state’s status in the world of industry, 
agriculture, commerce and manufactures, 
but some idea of the manufacturing inter- 
ests alone may be gained by a perusal of 
these facts and figures: In the year 1896 
there were established in Kentucky iifty 
large factories, to say nothing of the nu- 
merous smal! concerns, many of which give 
employment to a large number of persons. 
Of these none was larger than the Ameri- 
can cellulose factory, for the-manufacture 
of warship lining out of corn stalks. This 
is located at Owensboro, in the western 
part of the state and not only furnishes 


employment for three hundred idle working: 


men, but gives the farmers in the Green 
river country a market for their old corn 
stalks, which would otherwise be useless. 
Many farmers have spent half their time 
in gathering and delivering stalks, making 
from $2.50 to $3.50 a day out of this faym 
movement to 


product. There is on foot a 
establish another of these factories in 
Kentucky. General Marsden, of Chicago, 


is president of the Cellulose company, and 
Colonel Sewall, candidate for vice presi- 
dent on the democratic ticket, in the last 
campaign, ‘is one of the largest stock- 
holders. Besides these plants a hominy mill 
has been located at Henderson, a large 
distillery at Reeds. Henderson county, sev- 
eral smaller distilleries, about thirty to- 
bacco warehouses and five or six broom 
and ax handle factories. In Augusta, the 
county seat of Bracken, money has just 
been subserfbed to insure the location of 
an immense shoe factory, which is to be

Kkncouraged by ae divine Vision, 
Paul remains elghteen mionths at Corinth, 
and establishes a strong church. 

Lesson 6. Working and Waiting for 
Christ.—While at Corinth, Paul writes two 
episiles to the Thessalonltan Christians. In 
the passage embraced tin this lesson, from 
the first epistle, he instructs them regard- 
ing their duties. to the living, seeks to in- 
Mes pire them with hope concerning their be- 
lieving dead, in view of the resurrection 
and the second coming. 

Lesson 7. -Abstaining for the Sake of 
Others.—After Paul's departure from Cor- 
inth, a question arose among the Corin- 
thian Christians concerning meats offered 
in sacrifice to idols. Remnants of such 
meat Were sometimes used in festivals, and 
sometimes exposed for sale as food in the 
markets. In this lesson Paul tells them, in 
substance, that as there is only one true 
God, the so-called gods of the heathen have 
ho yeal existence. Therefore, meat offered 
in sacrifice to them is no better nor worse 
than ordinary meat, and, therefore, may be 
eaten with a clear conscience. But some 
are not strong enough to see this, and they 
feel a sense of sin if they should eat such 
meat. Therefore, for the sake of these 
weak ones, Christian love dictates that the 
strong abstain from eating such meat, lest 
their example lead the weak into sin. 

Lesson & The Excellence of Christian 
JLove.—Still writing to the Corinthians, 
Paul eloquently discourses on love, employ- 
ing the term in its widest sense—love to 
God and love to men—without Which all 
the marvelous gifts of the Spirit and the 
most liberal giving and the most sublime 
self-sacrifices are of no value in (zod's 
sight. Its characteristics and superiority 
are strongly portraved. 

Lesson 9% Paul Opposed at Ephesus.— 
On his third-missionary tour, Paul returns 
to Ephesus. Here he has a very successful 
ministry for about three years. Near the 
close of this period, a certain Demetrius 
incites a great popular tumult against the 
apostle. The mob seize upon Gaius and 
Aristarchus, Paul's companions, and rush 
with them into the theater, snouting, 
“Great is Diana of the Ephesians.’ ‘She 
tumult is quelled, and Paul ere long de- 
parts. 

Lesson 10. Gentiles Givég ‘for Jewish 
Christians.—The church members at Jeru- 
salem being very poor, the apostle writes 
to the Corinthians with reference to con- 
tributing for their relief. He instructs them 
regarding the duty and proper manner of 
giving. 

Lesson ll. Christian Living.—The apostle 
shows how Christian doctrine should af- 
fect Christian living. He exhorts his 
readers to cultiviate sincere love, purity of 
life, hating the evil and cleaving to the 
good. 

Lesson 12. Paul's Address to the Ephe- 
sian Elders.—On his way to Jerusalem, 
Paul is met at Miletus by the elders of the 
Ephesiaa church. He tells them that he is 
going to Jerusalem under an irresistible 
sense of duty. He charges them to take 
faithful overs:ght of the church at Ephesus, 
and warns them against false teachers, 
ani reminds them of his own example of 
disinterestedness, and exhorts them to imi- 
tate it.

They embody a study of missions from an 
apostolic standpoint, as also a study of the 
history of missionary efforts down to the 
present time, including a review of the im- 
portant work now being accomplished by 
the southern Baptist convention both at 
home and abroad. 

Second. The habit of giving for the sup- 
port of missions is emphasized and encour- 
aged, and a united liberal contribution will 
be made to the work of the home and for- 
eign mission boards of the southern Baptist 
convention ‘by the 10.000 Baptist Sunday 
schools of the south. 

The day will be generally observed by the 
Baptist Sunday schools in Atlanta and an 
inferesting occasion may be expected at 
each school, 


YELLOW FEVER AND 
THE TIISSION WORK 


For years one of the most important 
mission points of the home mission board 
of the southern Baptist convention has 
been New. Orleans. 

The geographical and commercial impor- 
tance of New Orleans naturally renders it 
an important and inviting center from 
which to conduct missionary effort. It is 
said that only about 40 per cent of the 
population is Catholic, about lo per cent 
connected with other. churches, leaving 
about 20 per cent, after deducting the ne- 
gro population, who have no chureh affilia- 
tion in this great city of over a quarter,of 
aw million iihabitants. 

For a number of years the home board 
has maintained missionary operations 
there, employing the ablest preachers 1n 
the denomination for the work. Dr. Syl- 
vanus Landrum, father of Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum, was located there during his useful 
career and the denomination has during 
the history of mission work in New Or- 
leans lost two of its most promincyt 
preachers with yellow fever. 

At present the board is maintaining three 
missionary enterprises in that* city, each 
having good church buildings and pastored 
by three of the ablest and most beloved 
preachers in the south, Rey. D. |. Purser, 
Rev. John F. Purser and Rev. D. G. Whit- 
tinghill. 

Great progress has been made during re- 
cent years, but the work at present is seri- 
ously affected by the prevalence of yellow 
fever, 

“Iany of the wealthier of the church 
members have left the city and many of 
those unable to leave are deprived of their 
usual earnings. 

Mr. Whittinghill has been in Europe for 
some time. He is expected to arr.ve in 
New York within a day or two, when ke 
will probably go immediately to New Or- 
leans. 

Dr. D. I. Purser was absent from New Or-. 
leans on a vacation when the fever first 
appeared and desired (to return immediate- 
ly, but has been temporarily prevented 
from doing so by the ufgent advice and 
protest of many prominent Baptists. The 
latest information from h.m indicated that 
both he and his wife would return to New 
Orleans soon. | 

Rev. John F. Purser sent his children 
away from the city while he and his wife 
remained. In a letter written by him on 
the 20th instant he safd that he visited all 
patients requiring his assistance, and that 
both he and his wife were constantly en- 
gaged nursing the sick. They are both in 
excellent health, and he stated that their 
people had not lost their wits, they were 
undismayed. 

[mn a second letter written on the 21st in- 
Stant Mr. Purser writes: 

“I may not be of much use to the fever 
patients, though [I will gladly do all I can 
for them, but the poor and the needy and 
the troubted, of which there‘are many, Il 
can and do minister to daily and hourly. 

‘The city is shut off from all the world, 
finances disturbed, people out of employ- 
ment, many well people in terror for their 
livés, uneasiness and anxiety on every 
hand. I am the personal friend as well as 
the pastor of my people, and many eal! on 
me in trouble who do not belong to my 
church. [ was never so busy and never 
had so wide a field for usefulness. IT have 
been with four or five cases of yellow 
fever, and will go wherever allowed. but 
the quarantine restrictions regarding in- 
fected premises are so rigid that a minister 
has but a poor showing. Being a law- 
abiding citizen, I conform strictly to health 
regulations. So far my hea!th is good and 
I have-.but little apprehension of taking 
the disease. My children are all out of the 
city, my Wife and [ only remaining, 

“If God has work for me to do, He will 
carry me unharmed through the pestilence. 
If it be His will that 1 die at my post: I 


have the promise of the word that He will. 


care for me and mine. May God bless you, 
my dear friend, for your solicitude for my 
welfare. I thank you from a full heart 
for this fresh proof of your interest in me 
and pray our Father to abundantly reward 
and prosper you always. Fraternully,

American ultimatum to 
received with pronounced displeasure by 
the entire German press. The official de- 
nial from Washington is generally d-sbe- 
lieved here and the denunciation of jingo- 
ism, yankee insolence and the ridiculing 
of the Monroe doctrine have filled the 
newspapers. The conservative press, as 
usual, is the most violent in denouncing 
American aspirations. The Kreuz Zeitung, 
in an editorial on The Forum's article by 
ex-Secretary Herbert on the Cuban ques- 
tion, condemns the policy outlined there.n 
and concludes: 

“If more sober afterthought does not 
dam the stream of American chauvinism, 
we Germans ghall not teel sorry in the 
event the Americans finally reach a sound 
er judgment relative to their _power, i. e., 
if they got a drubbing to teach them that 
nobody may disturb the peace with im- 
punity.”’ 

The Staats Zeltung, another leading or- 
gan, says: f 

“A coalition of all the European coun- 
tries is absolutely necessary to repulse 
the schemes of American patr.otism and 
jingoism, as both are becoming more and 
more insolent.’’ 

The same newspaper claims that Spain 
has been assured of Germany’s support 
in event of the United States taking hostile 
Steps. 

The correspondent of the 
Press here has made inquiries 
man foreign office and in other quarters 
which show that, while Spain has _ ap- 
proacued Germany through her Berlin am- 
bassador repeatedly during the past year 
in regard to this, she has only been as- 
sured of the moral sympathy of Germany 
in her struggle to quell the Cuban insur- 
rection and of the willingness of Germany 
to co-operate with the other big powers 
in re-establishing by peaceable means.a

No other assurance has been given to 
Spain, nor is it at all likely that Germany 
will engage to do more in the future. 
Haussmann Condemns the Emperor. 

The speech of Herr Haussmann, leader 
of the south German people’s party, at 
Mannheim, early during the week, has 
caused intense excitement in political cir- 
cles. Herr Haussmann reviewed the action 
of the reichstag and the government dur- 
ing the last two years and was outspoken 
in condemning Emperor. William’s utter- 
ances and v.ews of politics. Satirising the 
emperor's divine right speech, recently ce- 
livered at Coblentz, Herr Haussmann said: 

“We are not afraid of a coup d'etat. 
German citizens know their strength. No- 
body can withstand the will of the nation, 
neither man, minister nor emperor. Nobody 
is able to crush that will. German spirit 
is not controlled by cannons, but by 
thoughts and it won’t be squelched under 
the picket haube. Things cannot continue 
much longer as at present. For the good 
of Germany there must needs come a 
change for the better.”

An effort was instituted by the bag- 
gage company having exclusive right to 
entrance into the union depot to repeal 
the ordinance, of which notice was given 
in The Constitution. Publicity had the 
desired effect, and at the next meeting 
of the council no mention was made of 
the matter. 

Since that time the ordinance commit- 
tee of the council has, we understand, 
upon a hearing from the Company 
agreed to recommend a . “compromise 
ordinance permitting a charge of 2a 
cents for trunks delivered within @ Tra- 
dius of one and a half miles from the 
depot, and authorizing a charge of 3o 
cents for delivery to points beyond.

panies not protected by an 
depot franchise were not clamoring for 
the business at 25 cents, guaranteeing de- 
livery to any part of the city, and offer- 
ing, if required, adequate pond for the 
faithful performance of its obligations. 
Unfortunately, those -who wish to do 
the business at a fixed rate for the whole 
city are not permitted the privilege of 
the depot, and the fortunate possessor of 
this monopoly has no fear of outside 
competition so long as the city enables 
it to make an extra charge for delivery 
to points beyond a prescribed line. If 
all companies competing for the busi- 
ness of baggage delivery had admittance 
to incoming passenger trains and the 
depot for the purpose of soliciting bus- 
iness, the question of rates would ad- 
just itself; but the proposition that the 
council shall legalize the extortion of 
the only company which enjoys the 
privilege of exclusive monopoly in the 
depot and on the trains is an outrage 
so flagrant that we do not believe it 
will be indorsed by the council, and it 
will certainly not be sanctioned by May- 
or Collier, who refused to veto the re- 
cent resolution of the council fixing a 
uniform rate for city delivery. 

The most outrageous feature of the 
whole matter is that other companies 
are eager to deliver trunks to any part 
of the city at a fixed rate of 25 cents, 
and that the only company intrenched 
behind an exclusive monopoly of depot 
admittance take advantage of 
that opportunity to extort a. higher 
charge than is asked by other companies 
not so fortunately situated. Most pas- 
sengers having baggage for city delivéry 
are not supposed to be acquainted with 
city regulations, and 75 per cent or prob- 
ably a greater portion of this business 
without question to the 
baggage companies who

MR. WATTERSON EXPLAINS. 


Imagines There Is Trouble and Says 
the Remedy Is Simple. 
The Trouble.

The Chicago convention”of 18% assembled 
at a time when there was widespread de- 
pression, hot to say distress, throughout 
the land. All sorts of visionary echemes of 
relief, and all sorts of economic fallacies, 
floated in the air. On every hard party 
discipline hung at loose ends. It secmcd 
a time ripe for political enterprise of a 
speculative kind, and there were not want- 
ing political adventurers to take advantage 
of it. Gentlemen, who, however well con- 
sidered, had never been thought of as 
leaders, elbowed their way to the front, 
and, amid the hurly-burly of a tumult, 
principles, precedents and traditions were 
thrown to the winds, and the map of 
American politics was sought to be com- 
pletely altered, and all things political to 
be reversed, by the simple process of a 
single revolutionary campaign.

Governor Russell, of Massachusetts, sought 
some expression from Mr. Cleveland with- 
out success as to his wishes and intentions 
with respect to the forthcoming presidential 
nomination. The friends of Mr. Carlisle in 
Kentucky, knowing not what to do, did 
nothing. The causa of scund money was 
therefore lost long before the meeting of 
the Chicago conveniicn. It was lost because 
it had no leader arcund whom its forces 
could rally. Mr. Clevelznd being impossi- 
ble, yet Mr. Cleveland standing in the way, 
there was neither organization nor ea- 
thusiasm anywhere. I% Mr. Cleveland had 
rremptly, decisively taken himseif out of 
the category of expectant possibilities, Gov- 
ernor Russell could kave rallied the sound- 
money forces of New England, and Mr. 
Carlisle could have rallied the sound-money 


states. The onward sweep of the free gil- 
ver fanaticism could have, Been stayed and 
the final issue greatly modified if not di-

The situation being what it was, in 1896, 
all things played directly into the nands of 
the extremists. They carried everything 
before them, and as is usual in such cases, 
proceeded to excesses not originally de- 
signed. The result was a disastrous defeat. 
-The scheme of letting down the democratie 
bars low enough to admit to the pre- 
arranged combine erough free_ silver re- 
publican protectionists and visionary pa- 
ternalistic populists to make good seme 
expected democratic losses, may have seem- 
ed to the self-styled pragtical politicians 
who engineered it, “dead are to win,’ but 
in the end it failed utterly.

Get There Tomorrow Night. 

The excursion will reach Nashville Mon- 
day night and be met at the train by all 
the colored military in Nashville.

The Schoolbook Commission Settles an 
Important Question. 


THE REPORT TO -LEGISLATURE 


Will Claim Uniformity for State Would 
Not Cheapen Books.

PLAN HAS NOT WORKED WELL ELSEWHERE 


Teachers Are Opposed To Plan and It 
Would Retard Instead of Aid- 
ing the Work.

Georgia's public schools will not have a 
vnifcrmity of textbooks. 

The state schcol commissicn, which has 
had this subject under consideration for 
several weeks, has decided to recommend 
to the legislature that no change be made 
in the present system. 

This report is now being prepared by 
State School Commissiorer Glenn. The doc- 
ument is quite voluminous, entering into 
an exhaustive discussion of the ‘schuvolbook 
question, and giving many terse leasons 
why there is no need of uniformity in tho 
public schcols. 

This movement has been on foot for sev- 
eral months. The promoters were promi- 
ment educators who thought uniformity 
would necessarily reduce the price of books 
all over the state. The commission took up 
the subject, have given au thorough con- 
sideration—becoming fi with the 
workings of uniformity in other states, and 
have come to the conclusion the proposed 
change would not only be of no bens fit, but 
would be a defriment to the school sys- 
tems of Georgia. This no doubt settles the 
matter The legislature will concur in this 
recommenda’’cn. 

‘The commission's report will cite the fact 
uniformity does not make books cheaper 
as shown by actual exper.ence; that Indiana 
has unifermity, where the books are infe- 
rior and.cost more than ours; that Califor- 
nie has uniformity, where $12,000,000 is ap- 
propriated annually for books, the interest 
of which would give free books to almost 
every pupil in the state. Those states who 
have uniformity see the error of their way. 
Many have already retreated to the former 
plan. 

Georgia Gets Cheap Books.

The report further shows that there the 
authors of schoolbooks are born, so io 
speak,” not made; that the books of real 
worth have been gobbled up by publishers, 
and that it would be impossible to publish 
inferior works here, even at the same prices 
the good ones are sold. 

The argument has been brought forward 
{ft would pay the state to establish a man- 
ufactory of its own—that there is money 
in the schoolbook business. The commis- 
sioners deny this. They cite the fact that 
Appletons, and Harpers have recently gone 
out of the schoolbook business, and that 
there is no large money for those who re- 
main. They ask if there is money in the 
business why is not the millions of dollars 
o2 idle capital invested in that direction? 

Would Not Be Right To Interfere. 

Moreover, the commission believes it 
would not be justice to other dealers to in- 
stitute a monopoly on the sale of books in 
the state. The publishers have as much 
right to expect business in Georgia as the 
dry goods merchants. The board also be- 
licves that competition is the life of trade, 
and the origin of low prices. 

This is one of the most interesting ques- 
tions that has come before the public 
schools for some time, and one that has 
provoked a good deal of discussion. The 
matter is practically settled, however, and 
each school district will have the selection 
of its own books a3 heretofore.

IS NOT TO BE A PENITENTIARY 


The Two Institutions Should Not Be 
Too Intimate. 


COMMISSION TO HAVE WIDE LATITUDE 


The Measuré of Mr. Hall Finds Favor 
and Will Go Through in Good 
Shape, It Is Said. 


"Y am strongly in favor of the reforma- 
tory plan. I believe the time has come 
when the establishment of an institutton 
for the care of the juvenile 
imperative. I am glad to see that Chairman 
Hall has made provision for a reformato-

ry in his convict bill.” 

This was the expression of ex-Governor 
W. J. Northen yesterday on the proposed 
plan to build a reformatory in connection 
with the state penitentiary. 

‘But I do not Delive,”” he continued, 
“that the connection of the penitentiary 
and the reformatory should be too inti- 
mate. I do not think they should be under 
the same management, and although the 
proposed convict commission should 
the superintendence of the whole matter fn 
charge, I think that the reformatory 
should be a distinet institution from the 
penitentiary.”’ 

rovernor Nothen talked at 
the measure which will be presented to 
the next legislature. He is much intefr- 
ested in the question, faving first begun the 
agitation which led to the consideration 
in this state of the reformatory ques- 
tion. He was recalling several incidents 
of his regime yesterday and mentioned 
the affair which caused him to take up 
the work. 

“I was sitting by my office window one 
morning,” he said. ‘““‘When I looked out I 
saw a gang of hegro men who had been 
tried in the etty court passing by. In 
front was a young boy in Knee breeches. 
He was neatly dressed and seemed of good 
family. At first I thought that he was 
leading the negroes, but afterwards I saw 
that he was chained to the side of the 
negro men. This startled me, and after 
I had investigated this case I determined 
to use all my powers toward securing a 
change in laws that would provide for the 
the youthful criminals. 

‘IT am giad to that the 
been taken up and that there is a 
probability of the next legislature passing 
the reformatory act. We hNhave needed one 
for a long time: As I said, however, care 
should be taken not ito have the peniten- 
tiary and reformatory near together. 
The ‘dea of the reformatory is entirely dif- 
ferent from that of the penitentiay, and 
they should not be operated upon the same 
principles. 

“As I understand -it the convict com- 
mission will be allowed wide latitude in 
the management of the affairs. of the crim- 
inals, and I have no doubt that 
members of this proposed body will 
for the juvenile prisoners in a 
way.” 

Governor Northen has taken great in- 
terest in the movement and will champion 
the cause of the reformatory.

Atlanta, September 25.—Liverpool advices 
this morning were disappointing. Futures 
there Opened 1 to 2 points lower and closed 
2 to 24% points under yesterday. Spots also 
declined 1-32, but sales of 10,0W0 for a 
Saturday indicated a slight improvement 
in the stpot demand. Under the influence 
of these favorable cables the New York 
market opened at a loss of from 6 to 8 
points. The disappointment felt by the 
hoiders of cotton at the declining tendency 
abroad precipitated renewed liquidation. 
The offerings, however, have been reuadils 
absorbed, and prices have underg ls little 
change since the opening. The closing 
shows a loss of 9 to ll points. The tendency 
of the market is disappointing. It should 
be remembered, however, that the decline 
is based rather upon a theory than upon 
actual fucts, inasmuch as it is not yet cer- 
tain that We shall produce a crop large 
enough to justify evel the present relative 
low range of values. It is useless to dis 
Kuise the fact that the bulls are very 
much discouraged by the action of the 
market the past few weeks. It was ex- 
pected that the effect Of poor crop ac. ount: 
in such vast numbers would have caused a 
rush to buy cotton and that the demand 
from British spinners would be quite free. 
It is said that many speculators in the 
south are also inciined the same way. 
Many American spinners believe that cot- 
ton is going lower, being impressed with 
this belief on account of the free urrivals 
at the ports and interior towns. !t is 
alsO useless to disguise the fact. The 
pressure of new cotton is bound to have 
its effect. The presenr consumption. of 
American cotton is now about 750,006 bales 
a month. It is quite probable thit the 
amouut coming into sight this month will 
reach at least 1,000,000 bales. October is 
likely to bring 1,300,000 bales and November 
probably the same amount. It will thus 
be seen that the world’s requirements will 
be largeiy below the supply. These ac-

SHIPMENTS } ARE FALLING OFF 


Corn le Lower and Oats 5-8 to 3-4c 
Lower—Provisions Still Suffering 
from Fever Rumors. 


Chicago, September o5 —All the grain 
markets suffered today as the result of 
heavy receipts and general neglect. W <p 
declined 1%" 4c, corn lc and oats 3, 4c. 
Provisions are still suffer.ng from yellow 
fever, closing prices showing o@ 7! de- 
clines. 

There was considerable difference of 
opinion at the opening of regular 
trading in wheat rewarding the proper 
direction for the market to take. 
December, which closed yesterday at 


92%@92%c, ranged all the way from 
921 09214 to 92%@92%ec at. tlie start, 


but the bulk of the trades were at ve 
92%c, After holding around those tgures 
for a few moments the market began to 
yield gradually and in the course of little 
over half an hour it had got down to 91tec. 
The heaviness of local and northwest re- 
ceipts was in the m: 1in responsible for the 
decline. M! nneapolis re ported 563 cars and 
Duluth 703. or 1,266 cars in ail, against 908 
the corresponding day of the year before. 
Chicago received 241 cars, of which 29 
were No. 2 spring, which 1s deliverable 
on contracts up to’ October 2th and not 
subsequent to that date. Only 5 car loads 
of wheat deliverable upon Decembér con- 
tracts were received up to date. Liverpool 
quotations were unmchanged, but private 
adviees said the market was weak and re- 
ported heavy offerings from Black sea 
ports. Antwerp reported prices the same 
as the day before. Paris noted a decline 
of 10 centimes for September wheat and 
the remote futures without change. The 
day's clearances of wheat and tlour from 

tlantic ports were equal to 575,000 bush- 
els. New York reported a good export 
business in wheat on the break, and cailed 
the quantity placed for shipmentg 50 boat 
loads, or 400,000 bushels. Prices fecovered 
somewhat on this, December advancing to 
9%@91%ec, but the market weakened again 
later, December declining to 9le. Trading 
during this decline was intensely dull, sell- 
ing: being a weakening factor. The figures 
on export business were disputed by well- 
informed persons, who placed the new busi- 
ness at only 5 boat loads. The week's 
shipments of wheat and flour trom. both 
COASTS, as given by Bradstrest’s. were 
5,623.493 bushels. against 6,289,949 bushels the 
week before. Beerbohm’s: estimated the 
week’s shipments from all ports to Hurope 
for the week at 8&,900,000 bushels. Eighty 
per cent of the whole around Fargo, N. D., 
was reported to have: been already market- 
ed. During the last half-hour of the ses- 
sion the market improved somewhat on 
covering by shorts. December advanced 
to 91%.c, where it closed. 

Corn was exceeding!y weak all day with 
heavy commission house selling. Elevator 
people also let go liberal lots. The eastern 
msckKets- still complain of a glut, and the 
cash demand in consequence was. slow. 
Cubles were 4@°d lower. Week's exports 
amounted to 1,022,000 bushels. [Local re- 
ceipts at 682 cars overran the est mates by 
200 cars. This started the market weak 
and was very influential in keeping it. so, 
December ranged from 3014 to 2915¢,. closing 
lc lower at 2% 4c-

Atlanta, September 25.—The cool weather 
we have heen h iving for the past week has 
greatly increased the demand for fruit and 
produce of every description, and with the 
continuance of such weather we see no 
reason why consumption of this class of 
goods should not be greater than it ‘s now. 
As vet there has been but little difficulty 
in shipping goods to any-and all points on 
account of the quarantine regulations, and 
we have no reasons to fear that there will 
be any difficulty in this a as there 
is no occasion for anv danger whatever of 
the vellow fever in Atlanta. 

California fruit is coming into this mar- 
ket at a rapid rate and in large quantities, 
but is being reatlily disposed of on account 
of the quarantine regulations against New 
Crieans, which is the only distributing 
point for this class of fruit coming in 
contact with Atlanta. Up to the present 
there has been more fruit handled in this 
market from the Pacific slope than has 
been handled in any season heretofore, 
notwithstanding we have six weeks vet to 
wor: in. 

Missouri peaches have seen their best 
days. and but small shipments are being 
receive “J here and the fruit is very inferior.

Mr. Howell claimed that an origina! pack- 
age in trade was of such form ana size as 
is used by producers or shippers to secure 
convenience in handling and security in 
transporation of merchandise between deal- 
ers in the ordinary course of actual! 
merce. He said that to be an original pack- 
age the package must be in a wooden box; 
that the wooden box constituted the orig- 
inal package. Bluthenthal & Bickart pre- 
sented a sample of their packages packed 
like patent medicines.

Practical Side of Co-Education, 

“How do-s ¢o-education work practical- 
ly? Sp'endidly, if reliance can be placed 
upon the testimony of those who are able 
to spesk from ample experience. At the 
teachers’ national convention, held last 
July in the city of Milwaukee, the fact was 
clearly developed that there is a_ rapid 
growing sentiment through the west and 
north in favor of co-education in the high 


us 


schools. Each year sees a larger number 
of these institutions organized on the co- 


educational plan, so that it seems certain 
that the system will in the near future be- 
come universal. The change, be it under- 
stood, coming about through the ac- 
knowledged satisfactory results witnessed 
in schools of this class. , 

‘Nearly all the state universities of the 
west have adopted the co-educational plan, 
and I have vet to hear of any objection 
being raised to the system, on the part of 
a single one of the practical education of 
that section. On the contrary, I have in 
my possession utterances of tminent pro- 
fessors and intelligent and trained observ- 
ers certifying that wherever the plan of 
co-education has been adopted, that in all 
particulars the experiment has been so 
successful that they now wonder why any- 
body should lift a volee against it.

A New Maxim Gun.

Hudson Maxim, an English inventor, has 
recentiy designed a gun which is a most 
remarkable weapon-if it can be made to 
perform the feats attributed to it by the 
inventor. He claims that it will hurl a ton 
of wet gun -cottom a distance of nine miles 
and destroy a war vessel without even 
striking her. He claims that this missile 
falling within 205 feet of the target will 
destroy it utterly. With ten such guns 
of twenty-four-inch caliber, mounted on 
the fortifications of New York harbor, 
says Mr. Maxim in a dispatch to The New 
York Journal, I will guarantee to defend 


the city against the combined navies of 
the world. The total cost of this defense 


will be only one-tenth of one battle ship. 
One hundred of these torpedo guns will 
not exceed in cost one battle ship. Army 
aeid navy people regard Maxim’s scheme 
as visional. 


Aluminum Solder.

Skates—now it is polo on roller skates, 
and jit requires skill, as well as pluck, per- 
sevcrerce and endurance. 

One goaltend, one halfpack, one center 
and twe rushes constitute the players or 
teim on each side. 

The rushers must be swift sk iters, adepts 
in juggling and passing, as well accu- 
rate shots The center must sup- 
port the it is his duty to either 
hit for cage or pass the ball to the most 
available rusher when it is sent to him. 
The halfback is a most difficult position. 
This player must be a sturdy fellow who can 
block his man well. He must also be able 
to pass the ball quickly and with judgment 
and accuracy. To him falls the task of 
stopping as many balls as possible that are 
cirecte@ for the goal and of protecting that 
place as far as he can. 

The goaltend must be a 
player, who must leave his cage as seldom’ 
as’ possible, never quitting it except in 
Case of Breatest emergency. When the ball 
is in his territory he must give the utmost 
assistance to his rushers, as he can be of 
great assistance to them in locating the 
ball and advising them of any danger from 
the opposirg players. 

The ball is the regulation rubber-covered 
polo ball. The. sticks are four feet in 
leneth, one inch and one-eighth in diameter 
and weigh about fifteen ounces. The crook 
of the stick is covered with leather anda 
a cord or strap is attached to the handle 
to prevent the stick from slipping from 
the hand. 

The skates are not allowed to have any 
extra appliances, the rolls must be of stan- 
dard side, with a smooth brass face and 
no skate can be more than two inches 
shorter than the ordinary boot or shoe 
of the player. The skates must be securely 
fastened to the foot and no plAayer can 
call time to readjust his skate. In case a 
skate is broken and a player thereby is 
obliged to leave the surface. his place must 
be taken by a substitute, but the player re- 
tring cannot resume his peeffion until a 
foal has been made or the time limit ex- 
pired. 

The goal is the regulation cage goal. three 
feet high and four and one-half feet long. 

In playing a game the front of the cage 
must not than ten feet from the 
end and equidistant from the sides of the 
playvirg surface of the rink. 

No player, except the goaltend, shall be 
allowed wfthin a semicircle plainly indicat- 
ed in frent of the goal, the radius of whic h 
must be three feet from the center of the 
goal line. It is understood that if the zgoal- 
tend leaves his position! whoever for the 
time being takes his place is the goaltend. 

To start a game the ball is placed at the 
middle of a straight line drawn through the 
canter of each goal, and at a given signal 
Shall be charged upon by a player from 
each team. 

A goal is won by the passage of the ball 
into the cage; after each g0al the position 
of the teams is reversed. 

Three innings of fifteen minutes each of 
actual playing time e¢onstitute a game, 
and the side winning the most goals 
that time is the winner of the game. The 
final goal is the one which ends at the 
expiration of the third fifteen minutes of 
actual playing time, unless the clubs are 
tied, in which case the deciding goal is 
played. 

In computing the time, all waits between 
goals and during the progress of the game 
on calls of time are deducted from the act- 
ual time, and only the playing time of the 
goals reckoned,

In regard to fouls—a goal is taken from 

either side for every third foul committed 

by it during the progress of a game. It is 


deemed a foul if any player stop, catch or

foot or sKate; if any player run about or 


strike the ball while one of his skates is 
off; if any player stop before or in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the goal cage to read-

Musks, shinpads and chest protectors 
are often worn by the players, but by the 
rules of the gume any extra appliances 
larger than the ordinary size are not al- 
lowed. 

All necessary implements of the game 
are quite inexpensive. A polo stick of the 
best quality, made of second growth hicko- 
ry and modeled after the latest and most 
approved pattern, Costs $1; a second and 
third quality costs 75 and 50 cents each.
